The Rev. Harvey A. Hobbs, 
pastor of the Crenshaw Bap­ 
tist Church for the past five 
and a half years, has an­ 
nounced that he will resign to 
go into evangelism work, effec­ 
tive May 19.

He first came to the local 
church when It was begun as 
« mission sponsored by the 
Narbonne Ave. Baptist Church, 
Lomita, in November, 1951. It 
organized on Sept. 28, 1952, 
and since that time had .re­ 
ceived more than 400 new 
members.

Rev. Hobbs said he will go 
into the field of evangelism 
and will also accept pastoral 
supply work or teaching of 
study course material.

During his pastorate the 
church, located at 18749 Cren­ 
shaw Blvd.. has built an audi­ 
torium which will seat 200 and 
an education unit with a ca­ 
pacity of more than 200. It 
has also purchased four dwell­ 
ings which make it possible to 
house more than 600 in Sun­ 
day school. The church plant 
now is valued at about $85,000.
